I. Group I, claim(s) 14-21 and 27, drawn to a method of building and covering an 
assembly of substrates. 

Group II, claim(s) 22-26, drawn to a method of mixing and applying paste to a 
substructure. 

III. Group III, claim 28, drawn to a curable composition. 
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3. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The only common technical feature of Groups l-lll, viz., curable epoxy pastes 
having thixotropic properties and a latent or semi-latent hardener, are well known in the 
art as adhesives, encapsulants, and sealers, as evidenced by Hayes et al. (US 
6,077,886: col. 1 , L. L. 3-10; col. 2, L. 33-40) and Wanthal et al. (US 6,060,540: 
Abstract; col. 1, L. 8-12, L. 15-19, L. 46-52; col. 2, L. 33-46; col. 5, L. 46-48; col. 6, L. 
28-30). This common technical feature, being known in the art, is therefore not a 
special technical feature, such that Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept.
